ACTION VINDICATES | 
WEBB, SAYS BAXTER 


Former Official Refuses to. 
Discuss Case, but Lawyer 
Asserts Gerold -Has Been 
Willing to Make Repay- 
ment Before; City to Drop 
Civil Suit. 


E. Fred Gerold, former City Treasurer 
of East St. Louis, now on trial on 
charges of withholding $60,000 of city 
funds, paid to the city, in Treasurer 
Keating's office Thursday evening $20,- 
461.45 of the money involved in the 


charges. 

The Gerold trial proceeded Friday and 
State’s Attorney Webb said the pay- 
ment made by Gerold, and another pay- 
ment of $6360.20, whicll he is expected 


to make within a few days, would have 
no effect on the prosecution and would 
strengthen, rather than weaken, the 
State’s case. A civil suit against Gerold 
for the $26,821.65, filed last fall by the 
City of East St. Louis, will probably 
be dismissed after the payment of the 
$6360.20 balance. 

Gerold would make no statement, but 
his lawyer, Daniel J. Sullivan, said the 
$20,461.45 was money which Gerold had 
heretofore been willing to pay to the 
city: but, Sullivan said, Gerold had not 
heen able to reach an agreement with 
Treasurer Keating as to the funds to 
which it should be credited. 

Full Amount te Be Demanded, 

Corporation Counsel Baxter said the 
peyment vindicated the action of Webb 
and the present city officials, and that 
Gerold’s responsibility, for the full 
amount named in the charges, would be 
insisted on. 

When Gerold went out of office as 
City Treasurer, nearly a year ago, Keat- 
ing demanded from him all the money 
belonging to the city. Gerold had about 
$25,000 belonging to special street im- 
provement funds, each of which, under 
I:linois law, must be kept separate from 
other special funds and from general 
city revenue. 

According to Keating, Gerold wished 
to give him a lump sum, while Keating 
refused to accept the money if it were 
mot apportioned among the different 
funds. This, Keating declares, Gerold 
would not do. Keating said he made 
investigation, and found that the funds 
did not contain as much as they should, 
and that inroads had been made on them 
for general city expenses and salaries. 
Post-Dispatch Exposed Irregularities 

Last fall the city filed its civil suit in 
the Cireuit Court at Belleville. Gerold 
was indicted, with other city officials, 
as a result.of the exposure of irregu- 
Jaritios in the East St. Louis city gov- 
ernment made by the Post-Dispatch, 
and followed by State’s Attorney Webb 
and grand juries. 

The money which Gerold has repaid, 
and the smaller sum which he is ex- 
pected to repay, figure in one item of 
the bill of particulars on which Gerold 
is being tried. The sum, which was 
not known accurately at the time of the 
indictment, is stated as being about $25.- 
000. The $6360.20 represents warrants 
which Gerold desired to turn over to 
Keating, and to have credited to him 
as cash, and which Keating refused to 
accept on that basis. 

The principal charge in the indict- 
ment, which is not affected by the pay- 
ment just made by Gerold, is the over- 
payment or double payment of interest 
coupons on improvement bonds, amouni- 
ing te more than $23,000. 

Webb Comments On Case. 

Webb, in commenting on this fact, 
@aid: “Heretofore, Gerold has not paid 
ever anything to his successor on ac- 
count of these funds, and has insisted 
that the city recognize certain warrants. 
The fact that he now makes an uncondi- 
tional payment, justifies all that has 
been done by myself and the legal de- 
partment of the city.” 

Webb sald he would bring the mat- 
ter of the payment before the jury 
to show the attitude of the defense.

He Shouts for Caillaux, Whose 
Wife Assassinated Calmette, 
and Is Attacked. 


INVESTIGATION BEGUN 


Monis Tells of Acts in Case of 
Alleged) Swindle—Another 
Change in the Cabinet. 


PARIS, March 2.—Three widely va- 
ried but somewhat related points of in- 
terest occupied the attention of the 
French public today, in connection with 
the assassination of Gaston Calmette, 
editor of Figaro, by Madame Caillaux, 
whose defense was that Calmette had 


attacked her husband, who was Finance 
Minister in the Cabinet until the shoot- 
ing of Calmette caused his resignation. 

First in interest to the public today 
was the funeral of Calmette. Extraor- 
dinary measures were taken by the po- 
lice against disturbances or demonstre- 
tions along the line of the funeral pro- 
cession, but these precautions failed tuo 
prevent a collision of rival factions, and 
one Royalist was shot. 

The third subject of interest was the 
examination of Joseph Caillaux and 
Ernest Monis, former Ministers, as to 
their connection, if any, with the hush- 
ing up of the scandal about Henri Ro 
chette, who is alleged to have defraud- 
ed the French public very extensively 
This phase was regarded in political 
circles as likely to occupy the pene 
mind for some time. 

The vacancy in the French Cabinet 
caused by the resignation of Ernest 
Monis from the Ministry of Marine, was 
filled today by the appointment of Sen- 
ator Armand Elzear Gauthier, a former 
Minister of. Public Works. 

Premier Doumergue, who had been 
much disturbed by the withdrawal from 
the Cabinet of Joseph Caillaux, after 
Mme. Caillaux had assassinated Gaston 
Calmette, editor of the Figaro, re- 
quested Senator Gauthier, a member o° 
the same political group, fo assist him. 

Senator Gauthier consented to take 
the pUrtfelio abandoned by Monis, who 
resigned owing to allegations of his 
having, when Premier, brought influ- 
ence to bear to postpone the HRochette 
trial. Monis’ colleagues threatened to 
resign if he remained in the Cabinet. 

The tuneral of Calmette took place 
today from the Church of Saint Fran- 
cois de Sales in the northwestern dis- 
trict of Paris and within a block of 
the residence of his assassin. Vast 
crowds filled the. streets. The police 
guarded the route of the funeral proces- 
sion which reached the cemetery without 
incident. 

While, they were returning from the 
cemetcry, ex-Premiers Barthou and Bri- 
and, with Louis Klotz, former Minister 
ef the Interior, were cheered by the 
crowd. At the same time a Royalist en- 
thusiast shouted: ‘‘Cheers for Caillaux:”’ 
He was attacked by the crowd and 
struck with canes and when the dis- 
‘urbanee ended was found to have been 
wounded by a revolver shot. The po- 
lice had great difficulty in suppressinys 
the disorder.

Monis Before Investizators. 

Monis, former Premier, appeared to- 
day before the investigating commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Deputies to ex- 
plain his part in the scandal connected

Jean Jaures, Socialist leader, pre- 
sides over the committee. He requested 
Monis to tell in his own way what 
had happened in the affair. Monis 
said:

Brewer Vopicka of Chicago, 
Minister to Balkan States, 
Heedless of Court Form. 


“THAT SHIRT COST $42” 


He Wears It to See King Ferdi- 
nand, After Having Met ‘Kings 
Charley and Peter.’ 


NEW YORK, March 20.—A London 
cable dispatch to the Sun says: 

“Information which has reached the 
London office of the Sun from responsi- 
ble sources would seem to suggest that 


the Washington Government might be 
interested in the saying and doings of 
Charles J. Vopicka of Chicago, the 
American Minister to the Balkan 
States. 

‘“‘Mr. Vopicka was sent to the Balkan 
States as the United States official 
representative handicapped not only by 
lack of previous diplomatic experience, 
but by a name which wouldn't guar- 
antee him entrance into court circles in 
any of the states to which he is ac- 
eredited. The Washington Government 
it has been learned, was notified of 
this fact when Mr. Vopicka was sug- 
gested as successor to Minister Jack- 
son. But what is a name of opprobium 
in the language of the near-east is of 
sufficient dignity in Engiish, it seems, 
to be not at all out of place witix the 
prefixed title ‘Minister.’ 

“The instructions which Secretary of 
State Bryan sent to Mr. Vopicka to 
proceed direct to his post after he had 
delivered an offensive speech at 
Prague, Bohemia, apparently have had 
little or no effect, for the behavior of 
the Minister since he has taken over 
his post has staggered the diplomatists 
of other nations, who are. constantly 
wondering what Vopicka is going to 
do next. 

Popular Chicago Brewer 

“Mr. Vopicka, who owes his appoint- 
ment to Senator J. Ham Lewis, was a 
brewer who was very popular with the 
Bohemians of Chicago. He attended a 
dinner at Prague, where he made a 
speech which showed no appreciation 
of his position’ as a Minister of the 
American diplomatic service. He talked 
fréely and candidly and made some 
criticisms of Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria. The speech was such an 
extraordinary one that the American 
Consul-General at Prague sent a cable 
dispatch to the American State Depart- 
ment calling attention to it, intimating 
that it was calculated to offend a 
friendly foreign power. The story goes 
that Secretary of State Bryan immedi- 
ately wired Mr. Vopicka to proceed to 
his post without further delay. 

“At Bucharest, where Mr. Vopicka 
makes his headquarters, the stories cf 
his doings are reported to have caused 
Queen Elizabeth (Carmen Sylva) to re- 
mark to one of her intimates: ‘‘The 
American Minister, I am told, is a very 
curious person.”’ 

“At Sofia, Mr. Vopicka drove up to the 
palace in a state carriage in all the for- 
mality with which the arrival of a new 
Minister is accompanied. He said to an 
American acquaintance as he got out 
of the carriage, pointing to the soft 
shirt he wore: ‘That shirt cost me $1f. 
I wore it when I saw King Charles ano 
King Peter, and now I am wearing i: 
to see Ferdinand.’ 

Credentials Wrapped in Flag 

“Mr. Vopicka was then carrying his 
credentials wrapped up in.a small silk 
American flag, in which he presented 
them to King Ferdinand. 

“The story of that audience is almost 
incredible, but the correspondent of the 
Sun is assured that Mr. Vopicka adoptec 
a familiar, confidential tone, saying ir 
effect to King Ferdinand: 

™*T have met Kings Charley and 
Peter and understand that there has 
been some difficulty in the Balkan 
States. If there is any more trouble 
come to me. I think I will be able to 
arrange matters.’ 

“Even less pleasant is the story that 
Queen Eleanor of Bulgaria, who is soon 
to pay a visit to the United States, 
having suggested that she would take 
Mr. Vopicka on a visit to the hospitals 
in which she is very deeply interested, 
sent an equerry’ to ask the American 
Minister to appoint a day on which he 
would accompany her. Mr. Vopicka re- 
plied that he was unable to name a day 
at the moment, but that he would tele- 
rhone Queen Eleanor and let her know. 
The proposed visit was naturally can- 
celed, as it is not customary for royalty 
to await the pleasure of even diplomatic 
representatives. The admiration of ths 
Bulgarians for Mr. Vopicka was not 
heightened when they learned that he 
saw the New Year in at a prominent 
beer hall in Sofia. 

“The discussions between Mr. Vopicka 
and his private secretary, Mr. Ken- 
dricks, over matters have become almost 
a matter of common gossip. An En- 


respondent of the Sun had the misfor- 
tune to be called on as arbitrator be- 
tween the two men.”’

Further Delay. 


Democratic leaders in the House of 
Delegates combine declared Friday they 
were going to do everything in their 
power to force two special elections on 
the people under the initiative provisions 
of the city charter. 

Delegates John R. McCarthy and 
James J. Gallagher, leaders of the House 
combine, have been rok industri- 
ously among the other members of the 
combine trying to hold them in line for 
the two elections program. The Citi- 
zens’ C. .mittee, which conducted the 
successful campaign for the necessary 
31,000 signatures to the initiative peti- 
tions, discovered that Gallagher, Mc- 
Carthy and other members of the Dem- 
ocratic combine were doing everything 
in their power to induce voters not <o 
sign the petitions. 


Republicans Aided Campaign. 


Wherever Democratic City Committee- 
men were under the domination of the 
House combine they openly fought the 
initiative campaign in the wards. Sev- 
eral members of the Republican organ- 
ization tendered their services to the % 
business, civic and improvement asso- 
ciations that were co-operating in the 
initiative campaign. 

Delegates McCarthy, Gallagher, Wha- 
len and Meisner told Post-Dispatch re- 
porters they were going to hold out for 
two special elections. Delegates Ford, 
Scully.and Monahan said they would 
not commit themselves before the filins 
of the initiative with the-Municipal As- 
sembly. 

The Municipal Assembly has the 
power, on the filing of the initiative 
petitions, to call a special election tv 
vote on a bond issue for $2,750,000 to 
build the Reber approach to the fre2 
bridge. The Assembly has also the 
power -to submit the initiative ordinance 
fo a vote of the people. -- 

If the ordinance itself is submitted, 
two elections will be necessary—one to 
vote on the ordinance and the other on 
the bond issue. Each special election 
would cost about $60,000. 

The initiative ordinance definitely 
fixes the Reber approach as the official 
city approach. If the ordinance should 
go to the people for a vote and should 
be adopted, the Municipal Assembly 
would be without power to repeal it 
alter it or amend it, and would, there- 
fore, be powerless to adopt any other 
approach, The Citizens’ Committee 
thinks this probably would forever set- 
tle the bridge approach question. By 
the adoption of the Reber approach 
by a vote of the people the so-called 
Gerhart approach and the Alton & 
Mississippi $4,200,000 approach would be 
effectively eliminated from further con- 
sideration. 

Delegates Overlook a Feature, 

The House of Delegates combine, in 
its eagerness to delay a vote on the 
bridge bond issue, evidently had over- 
looked this feature of initiative law. It 
is declared by leaders of the initiative 
movement that even if the bond issue 
for the Reber approach should fail, 
after the ordinance had been adopted 
by a vote of the people, no bond issue 
could be authorized to build any other 
than the Reber approach. 

Delegate Gallagher said the people 
wanted to try to complete the bridge 
through the initiative process and that 
the Democratic members were going to 
endeavor to make it necessary to hold 
two elections. 

‘They wanted the initiative,’’ he said, 
“and we are going to give it to them.”

He is 0 years old, 
was associate counsel for the United 
States in the Behring Sea arbitration ir, 
1892-93; counsel for the United States 
in the Behring Sea Claims Commission 
im 1896-97; solicitor for the United States 
on the Alaskan boundary in 1903, and 
counsel in the arbitration at The Hague 
in 1909 of the North Atlantic Coast fish- 
eries case. 


Johnson Called Brilliant Law

W. Folk as solicitor, is about 49 years 
old and, according to the statement is- 
sued from the White House today, “is 
one of the most brilliant lawyers in 
Texas.’’

PULL THEM 


THEN WILL 
Dynamite Twice Fails to Dis- 
lodge Bricks, Though It 
Breaks 40 Windows. 


Building Commissioner McKelvey, at 
noon Friday, had completed preparations 
to use steel cables in an effort to saw 
down the menacing Washington avenuo 
front Wall of the M. A. C. Building, 
after two attempts to jar it down with 
dynamite had failed. 

A steel cable was thrown over the wall 
in the center of the gap caused when a 
portion of the wall was pulled down 
with ropes Wednesday. 

On the end of the cable which hung 
over the Washington avenue side a 
heavy weight, made up of timbers and 
stones, was tied. The other end of the 
cable was tied to a train of United Rail- 
Ways work cars which stood on Fourth 
street near Lucas avenue. 

To Divide Wall Into Two Parts. 

McKelvey said he believed that by run- 
ning the cars forward and then back- 
ward the cable with the weight sus- 
pended from it could be made to act asa 
Saw and gradually cut downward 
through the wall, dividing it into two 
parts. 

After this was done, he said, he be- 
lieved it would be easy to pull down the 
two sections with cables attached to 
trolley cars. 

Two ineffectual attempts early Friday 
to wreck the ‘wall served only to further 
weaken the wall and to break 40 win- 
dows on the upper floors of the Shap- 
leigh Hardware Co.'s building across 
the street. 

The first charge of dynamite was set 
off about 1 a. m. It consisted of 17 half- 
sticks of the explosive which had been 
placed ig holes drilled in the wall at 
the third-floor level at intervals of 
about two and one-half feet. 

Each piece of dynamite was utted with 
a fulminating cap to which was connect- 
ed an electric battery wire. The wires 
were carried to a switch near Broadway 
and Lucas avenue. When this switch 
was closed the dynamite exploded. 

Cara Pull 20 Steel Cables. 

To make sure that the wall would 
fall thward into the ruins when the ex- 
plosion occurred, 20 steel cables leading 
from the wall were attached to two 
United Railways work cars headed 
north on Fourth street. 

The cars were started at the instant 
the electric switch was thrown. The 
dynamite exploded. The cables 
snapped. Showers of glass from the 
troken Shapleigh windows fell into 
Fourth street, but the wall still stood. 

Guided by search lights, volunteer 
workmen again climbed the wall and 
set a second charge of 14 half-sticks of 
dynamite. These were set off at 2:30 a. 
m. Again the wall faile# to yield. 

John J. Ryan, the expert in charge of 
the dynamiting, said the purpose in 
using the explosive was not to blow 
down the wall, but to weaken it so that 
it might easily be pulled down. This, 
he said, had been accomplished. 

After the second explosion work on 
the wall was abandoned for the night 
and it was said nothing more would be 
done until Building Commissioner Mc- 
Kelvey arrived at the ruins. 

May Try Secret Process.

Ambrose further testified that when 
the bonds were printed, interest cou- 
pons in excess of the number required 
were attached, and that some of these 
had doubtlessly been circulated. 

Says Holten Paid Coupons 

After it had been shown by the reec- 
ords, supplemented by the testimony of 
‘Ambrose, that the total amount of 
coupons for that period had been paid 
by Frank .HoJten, who was Gerold’s 
predecessor as Treasurer, it was shown 
that Gerold nad taken credit for $6800 in 
excess of the amount that accrued after 
he came into office. 


Testimony was offered to show that 
Gerold received credit for excess over- 
due interest on street improvements as 
well as on accruing interest coupons. 
Ambrose testified that Gerold was cred- 
ited with $283.40 excess overdue. inter- 
est on four street improvements, as fol- 
lows: Thirty-third street, State street 
to Summit avenue, $63. excess; Tenth 
street, Broadway to Bond avenue, $105: 
Market avenue, Seventeenth street to 
Twenty-first street, $100; Iliinois ave- 
nue, State street to Thirteenth street, 
$15.40. 

On the Thirty-third street improve- 
ment, the total credit was $77.35, where- 
as the correcf ‘amount due, according 
to Ambrose, was $14.35. On the Tenth 
street improvement credit was taken for 
interest for one year, 11 months and 21 
days, $207.28, whereas interest was due 
for only 11 months and 21 days, $102.38, 
according to Ambrose. On the Market 
avenue improvement the interest on 
$2000 bonds, due Dec. 15, 1912, was $8.52 
for 29 days, whereas, according to Am- 
brose, credit’ was taken’ for’ $108.32. Gn 
the Illinois avenue improvement there 
was no interest due, Ambrose said, and 
the only document he found applicable 
to the interest credit was an unofficial 
coupon voucher memorandum. 

CC. E. Tietje Testifies 

Cc, E. Tietje, chairman of the claims 
committee of the City Council during 
1912, when most of the credit for al- 
leged duplicate payments of interest 
coupons were taken by Gerold, testified 
there were eight members of the claims 
committee. No claims were approved, 
to his knowledge, except at meetings of 
the committee. The method was for 
the other members to examine a claim 
after which Tietje would examine it, 
and if the committee approved it he 
would affix his rubber stamp signa- 
ture. AES 

Tietje did not remember who supplied 
him with the stamp, but thought it 
was the Comptroller.

Crow said: “The,Mercflants’ Bridge 
Co. has violated the terms and condi- 
tions of the act of Congress by agreeing 
and congenting to the consolidation with 
the St. Louis Bridge Co.; by consenting 
to the pooling of the earnings of the 


same company, and by putting its bridge 


and the St. Louis bridge under the same 
management. 
Violated Other Provisions. 

“The Merchants’ Bridge Co. has vio- 
lated other provisions of the act that 
gave it authority to build a bridge 
ecross the Mississippi. It has been 
adjudged by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to have been guilty of 
various acts of violation| 

“Therefore, all the rights, privileges 
and franchises granted the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. by Congress should be de- 
clared forfeited and annulled: the 


bridge over the Mississippi. should be 


‘turned over to the United States and 


the Secretary of War should be author- 
ized to take possession of the bridge and 
operate it forever as a public bridge.”’ 

The first Witness to appear before the 
subcommittee of the Senate was Arthur 
B. Barret, who said he came to Wash- 
ington at his own expense as a private 
citizen, to speak in favor of the Reed 
bill. 

“It is my.zeal rather than any special 
ability that brings me here to speak to 
you,”’ said he.

In Colloquy With Terminal Law-| = — 


yer, Crow Says He Repre- 
sents People. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 
hearing on Senator Reed's resolution 
to confiscate the Merchants’ bridge at 
St. Louis and turn it over to the 
people who constructed it opened 
again at 11:45 today. Senator O’Gor- 
man, a member of the subcommittee 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
appointed to consider Senator Reed's 
resolution, who was not at the meet- 
ing yesterday, appeared today and 
showed keen interest from the start. 

That Senator O'Gorman might Know 
the full story of the controversy over 
the bridge, Senator Reed, chairman, 
asked ex-Attorney-General E. C. Crow 
of Missouri, who took the stand, to 
resume his statement of yesterday, 
to state briefly what already he had 
testified. | 

Crow repeated his story of the Eads 
Bridge and of the organization of the 
Merchants’ Bridge Co. for the relief of 
the citizens of St. Lovis. He explained 
the amendment to the act of Congress 
that gave the Merchants’ company au. 
thority to construct the bridge across 
the Mississippi, telling the committee 
that the railroads had bought up the 
stock of the bridge company and con- 
verted the bridge into part of a great 
railway system. 

St. Louis Long Off the Map. 

“St. Louis,’’ said he, “‘was not on the 
railway map for years. No througa 
car was billed from the East to Si 
Louis.’’ 

Crow then explained the term “arbi- 
trary.’’ 

Senator O’Gorman asked who had ths 
amendment that enabled the railroads 
to buy up and take control of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge passed through Cor: 
gress. Crow said that Thomas M 
Pierce, representing the Terminal Rail- 
road Association at the hearing, had ex- 
plained yesterday that ‘‘stockholders of 
the bridge company” had requested the 
passage of the amendment.. 

“What, for?’ asked Senator O’Gor- 
man. 

“So that they could sell their bonds,’”’ 
volunteered Pierce. 

Crow dwelt at length on what he 
termed the pooling of interests among 
the bridge corporations, which, . he 
said, began in 1893 when the Eads 
Bridge owners bought the controlling 
interest in the Merchants’ Bridge 
and in the Wiggins Ferry Co. The 
amendment to the Merchants’ Bridge 
act permitted the buying up of the 
stock of the company that built that 
bridge. 

“In a word then,” said Chairman 
Reed, “‘there is a consolidation of in- 
terests thereby.’ Before Crow could 
answer Senator O’Gorman said, “there 
is a monopoly of the business of 
bridges then and has been since 
1893?”

“The very corporations, the Ter- 
minal Railroad, which entered into 
the unlawful combine, comes before 
this committee,” declared Crow, “with 
‘the plea that if its monopoly is broken 
its bondholders will suffer.

Officer Who Assaulted Ship 
Building Co. Secretary. 


WASHINGTON, March 20—The loss of 
five numbers in grade and a4 public rep- 
rimand by the Secretary of the Navy is 
the verdict of the Board of Officers 


which recently tried Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Charles P. Huff, who was 
charged with assaulting J. Philip Kie- 
secker at Newport News, Va., on the 
morning following a ‘Valentine’ party 
The court asked for leniency. 

Despite the secrecy which surrounded 
the trial, it was learned on high author- 
ity that evidence was offered to show 
that incidents which led Lieutenant- 
Commander Huff to knock down Kie- 
secker were planned by Kiesecker, the 
secretary and other officials of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Co., for the purpose of obtaining the 
removal of Huff as an inspector of or- 
dnance on board the battleship Texas, 
which, at the time, was still in the hands 
of the contractors. 

According to the testimony, Huff com- 
plained several times to the managers of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Co. 
about certain bad materia] agents of the 
firm were trying to pass off on the Gov- 
ernment in the battleship Texas, and the 
carelessness of workmen in handling cer- 
tain parts of ordnance sent by the Gov- 
ernment to be placed aboard the ship. 

These complaints caused the yard to 
lose thousands of dollars on its contract 
through the clause providing a penalty 
for every day of delay in the delivery 
of the Texas. The ship building was sev- 
eral days late. They charged this delay 
to the holding up of work by complaints 
from Huff. 


Kiesecker, it is alleged, tried to induce 


Mr. Huff to join a tocal country ¢lub, 
and offered him other favors. Mr. Hufi, 
the testimony shows, declined these in- 
vitations.

While Mrs. Clara Penrod sat beside 
a cot Thursday afternoon in Henrietta 
Hospital, East St. Louis, where her 18-

In the select section of the ladies’ ga)- 
lery that is sacred to the relatives of 
Ministers and former Ministers, were, 
among others, the Marchioness of Lon- 
Gonderry and Violet Asquith, daughter 
of thé Prime Minister. The Marchioness 
indulged in running comments on Lloyd- 
George's speech, interspersed with some- 
what rude references to his appearance 
and to that of other Ministers. 

After a time Miss Asquith asked the 
Marchioness to be quiet, as her re- 
marke made it impossible to hear prop- 
erty. But the Marchioness only became 
the more demonstrative. 

Miss Asquith then called the gallery 
attendant to enforce the silence rule. 
That functionary shivered in his boots 
before a Marchioness and the row be- 
came so noisy that in the press gallery, 
immediately underneath, it was thought 
that the suffragettes had got in. 

Finally, Miss Asquith left her place 
and wrote a complaint to the Speaker. 
She had only just returned from Khar- 
toum, where she went with her brother, 
and had another unpleasant experience, 
only the aggressor was the son of an 
Ulster Peer. 

At a dinner tm the Sirdar’s palace the 
Ulster question came up and Miss As- 
quith remarked that she did not believe 
in the civil war threats. Thereupon this 
young man, who is employed in ths 
Egyptian civile service, exclaimed vio- 
lently: 

“I wizh I was there. I'd ‘be the first 
to hang your old father to a gas lamp.’’ 

The “irdar intervened to protect Miss 
Asquith, but the rest of the company, 
which was wholly military and official.

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GAMBLING IN THE COUNTY. 


_ Wisdom can be seen in the decision of con- 
gressional leaders that Federal supervision of the 
security issues of railroads shall be approached 
by degrees. Publicity for railroad finance will be 
the first step toward it. 

Problems press on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which has several times recom- 
mended that such supervision should be intrusted 
to its hands. Much legislation imposing laborious 
new duties on the board has taken effect within 
the past five years. The valuation of the rail- 
roads’ physical property is alone a task of almost 
unprecedented proportions. 

To add just now responsibility for financial 
operations might threaten the standards of effi- 
ciency so far shown by the body. In a few years 
the railroads will have adjusted their affairs to 
the new system. Only an occasional exercise of 
official authority will be needed to remind them 
that the old days are gone and that they are op- 
erating under a policy of public regulation and 
control. Then supervision of railroad capital as 
well as of railroad charges and railroad service 
may be added without serious danger of overbur- 
dening the commission. 

But in the meantime the virtue of publicity fdr 
railroad financial abuses will be thoroughly test- 
ed. It may be object that the transactions of 
American roads reach such an amazing volume 
that the remedy will be applied under very un- 
favorable circumstances. The publicity that is a 
corrective for evils is a very simple, direct, easily 
understandable form of publicity. How can 
mazes of figures in directors’ reports convey any 
idea of the merits of specific propositions? 

But the publicity Congress has in mind is pub- 
licity in forms to be prescribed by the commis- 
sion. Plans relating to security flotations must 
be submitted to the board. It will not have au- 
thority to approve or disapprove them, but it will 
have the power to acquaint the public with the 
exact quality and purport of what is intended. 

Publicity of this sort would have stopped the

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UNCLE HENREY’S LIFE PAGEANT. 

Henry Dorman having died near Lamar, Mo., at 
the age of 115, science will now come forward to 
tell how mistrustful it is about his really being 
that old. Science is always that way about re- 
ports of extraordinary age, which it says ought 
invariably to be reduced by from 10 to 25 per 
cent.. Some anthropologists declare flatly they 
don’t believe that anyone in our time ever lived to 
exceed even 100 by more than a brief period. They 
insist that most of those who claim to be cen- 
tenarians and then some are old frauds—not so 
very old, either—whose true age is about 85 or 90. 

Uncle Henry himself believed he had seen 114 
summers and had got as far as March toward the 
115th. We believe he had, too. If he exaggerat- 
ed by fifteen or twenty years, he must have be- 
gun exaggerating before he enlisted in the Seventh 
Michigan in 1863, when he gave his age at 64. 


j An exaggeration of fifteen or twenty years then 


would have left-him under 50. Men of that age 
don’t make themselves out any older than they 
really are. They are apt to make themselves out 
younger. 

But for a man who never had the benefits of the 
wonderful Missouri climate until he already was 
near 70, Uncle Henry did fairly well. How many 
more summers than 114 might he have seen in 
his life pageant if he had only come here a few 
years earlier?

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WHO WAS CAHOKIA? 

A critic of the Peageant protests against the 
use of the name Cahokia for the leader of the 
Mound Builders, on the theory that, as the Mound 
Builders were an extinct prehistoric race, Cahokia, 
the tribe of Indians discovered in Illinois in the 
eighteenth century, cannot be representative of 
these Mound Builders. He charges the Pageant 
authors with inaccuracy and the use of an an- 
achronism in bringing Cahokia into the Mound 
Builder’s group. 

In the early period of investization of the mys- 
terious mounds scattered through the Mississippi 
and Ohio valleys, it was held that the Mound 
Builders were a distinct race from the men whom 
we call North American Indians.

The modern red men, 
of whom the Cahokians were one tribe, are held 
b.- the best American archeologists to be the direct 
descendants of the prehistoric Mound Builders. 

This being the case, what character is better 
fitted to represent that race which built the 
mounds than a chief of a tribe who were the 
children of the Mound Builders? There may or 
may not have been an actual individual named 
Cahokia. But, for the purposes of this Pageant, 
he has been created as the personification not on'y 
ot his tribe and of their ancestors, the Mound 
Builders, but o* the idea of Progress which the 
artists had in mind. The name itself is accurate 
and representative. And no one but Cahovkia 
could make the picture. complete. 
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The bandits who tied the express messenger in 
a sack and stole $14,000, near Beaumont, Tex., 
must be the last of the express robbers.

There 
is work enough ahead to keep the steel plants 
busy-for nearly six months.

NEW YORK’S EMPLOYMENT EXPERIMENT’. 

Dispatches have been printed in St. Louis papers 
to the effect that some of the unemployed who 
were taken out to the farm at State expense, 
under Gov. Glynn’s plan for a labor clearing 
house, had refused to work — at city wages 
and with city hours. . 

But the report in Wednesday’s New York World 
shows that the Governor’s experiment has been 
highly successful. Seventy-five persons were 
taken out to Fonda, N. Y., on a back-to-the-soil 
excursion. On the day of arrival 30 of these were 
snapped up by the farmers before nightfall. Of 
course, the more rugged and those who had had 
farming experience were most in demand. And it 
is not surprising that men with soft, white hands, 
who had been tailors or engaged in other seden- 
tary occupations, found little favor with the em- 
ploying farmers. 

.It is a step in the right direction. As a first 
attempt, it was, of course, subject to error and 
miscalculation. You can’t fit square pegs into 
round holes. But all the big cities and states, 
including St. Louis and Missouri, would do well 
to organize similar labor clearing houses, with the 
object of bringing together those who need work 
and those who need workers. 
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A disquieting community of interests between 
armor plate magnates and navy heads was shown 
by former Admiral Bowles’ own testimony. 
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VOTING BY PARCEL POST. 

The old idea of voting by mail, revived by Sec- 
retary Bryan in addressing the Maryland Legis- 
lature, is not particularly promising. As he 
would grant the privilege only to those unable 
because of absence or other important reasons to 
appear at the polls, his plan would give a dual 
system of depositing the bulky modern ballot in 
person or sending it by parcel post. 

That a ‘“‘postoffice vote” would effect any mate- 
rial decrease in the dimensions of the absentee 
vote is not to be assumed. Americans are proverb- 
jally the worst of correspondents. There is no 
reason for supposing that they would be any more 
ready to communicate in writing with the precinct 
election inspectors than they are to communicate 
with distant friends and relatives. The vox pop- 
uli will be neither a very trustworthy nor a very 
emphatic expression when voters can perfunc- 
torily intrust the marking of their ballots to 
their stenographers. 

Besides, there is the increased possibility for 
fraud. Advocates of the plan would probably’ 
reply that the finger-print method could easily 
guarantee the identity and qualifications of the 
voter who sends his ballot by mail. But the elec- 
tion system that will require full Bertillon records 
to insure its legality will be a very cumbersome

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- Correspondence Schools 


For the first time in the history of the world an educational institution has solved 
the problem of providing a thorough training for anyone, anywhere, in more than two 
hundred subjects. The methods created forthis phenomenal enterprise were necessa- 
rily so new that they have been misunderstood sometimes by those who have not takes 
the trouble to look into them carefully. They have also aroused the suspicion and even 
animosity of such men as are always jealous of the success of others. But after 
twenty-two years of continuous and beneficial educational work, the International 
Correspondence Schools are no longer an experiment.

Schools. This was proved by the fact that those who urged the passage of the bill were 
former employes of the Schools who are at present engaged in trading in the securities 
of the International Correspondence Schools on their own account. Their purpose in 
attacking the institution is personal profit. We are, therefore, taking every possible 
precaution to protect those who are interested financially or educationally in the work 
of the International Correspondence Schools. 


For this purpose we lay before the public the following facts: 


The International Correspondence Schools 
had their birth in a humanitarian impulse, The 
first course of instruction was in coal mining, 
designated to safeguard the lives of miners by 
educating mine foremen and superintendents. 
That course was quickly followed by others, 
until now there are 275 courses of study. 

During the past twenty-two years no fewer 
than 1,651,765 students have been enrolled in 
the United States and Canada, and enroll- 
ments are now being made at the rate of 100,- 
000 a year. 

The preparation of the textbooks written 
by the Schools for the use of students has cost 
more than $2,000,000. These texts are prepared 
solely for the work of instruction by corre- 
spondence and form the most up-to-date li- 
brary of their kind in the world. Their value 
is attested by the fact that they have been pur- 
chased and are being used for classroom. work 
or for reference purposes in 167 unversities, 
colleges, institutes of technology and other 
well-known institutions of learning. The Uni- 
versity of California has just discarded its text- 
books dealing with the strength of materials. 
It has had I. C. 8S. instruction papers on that 
subject bound into volumes and has adopted 
them for the use of its students. 
States Navy Department is using 15,000 text- 
books in the new naval shipboard schools, and 
this is about one-fifth of what will be required 
when these schools are in full operation. 

The International Correspondence Schools 
are now the greatest teaching institution in the 
world.
